Kaufman County—State Highway 34 north of 
Terrell, SH 198, FM 90, FM 429, FM 148, FM 
3094, FM 1392, FM 2515, FM 3039, and FM 3095; 
Navarro County—IH 45 (shoulders),' State 
Highway 31 (shoulders), FM 709, FM 636, FM 
1129, FM 1838 and FM 1946. 


The contractor said he will begin work in 


Navarro County July 23 and will then proceed 
to Ellis and then Kaufman County and should 
complete the work by Aug. 31. 


Resident Engineer London said the highways 


to be sealcoated will remain open to traffic at 
.all time, but traffic may be delayed for a short 
time where actual work in in progress. 
Adequate barricades and warning signs will be 
displayed during the construction, he added. 


The resident engineer warns that motorists 


should be cautious at all times in the con- 
struction areas as trucks and construction 
equipment will be on the roads.

Corsicana Shopping 
For Fuel for 73-74

Corsicana has begun "shopping" for its 


next year's supply of gasoline and diesel 
early to keep its many vehicles moving in 
the light of the current energy shortage. 


Acting City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said he is seeking bids early this year for 
two reasons, to nail down a supply and to 
get some cost figures incorporated into 
planning the 1973-74 budget beginning Oct. 
1. 


The City is advertising for bids to be 


received July 18 for its annual supply of 
petroleum products—gas, diesel, motor 
oils and lubricants. 


"Our contract with. Mobil for gas and 


diesel doesn't expire until September, but 
Mobil wasn't able to furnish all the gas we 
were going to need for this year," 
Ballenger said, adding that the City had 
been "very fortunate" in being able to buy 
gas from outside sources to make up the 
difference. 


IN SOLICITING BIDS in 1972 for the 


current year's needs, Ballenger had 
estimated gas requirements at 175,000 
gallons, but the successful bidder, Mobil, 
wasn't able to guarantee delivery of more 
than 105,000 gallons, he said. 


The City never knows exactly how much 


fuel it is going to need but estimates 
projected usage and seeks bids from 
suppliers for "unit prices" on basis of an 
"annual supply" calculated on what 
consumption has been in past years and 
allowing for increased needs. 


Corsicana's biggest users of gasoline, he 


pointed out, are the police squad cars 
which patrol the City 24 hours a day every 
day and the sanitation department 
vehicles in their day-to-day collection of 
garbage and other refuse. There are many 
other 
departmental 
vehicles, 
and 


motorized heavy equipment, but their use 
of fuel is not as great, he noted. 


"We may not get a single bid," he 


acknowledged, expressing hope this won't 
be the case, since Corsicana has been a 
consistent and long-time user of a fuel 
supply and local dealers are familiar with 
this as bidders. If no bids are received July 
18, Acting City Manager Ballenger said he 
then will be faced with contacting the 
suppliers asking if they can furnish the 
City's needs on an order basis, rather than 
a contract for firm delivery at a firm 
price.

Police Investigating 
Third Rape Case Here 


A young Corsicana mother of 


three small children was 
reported raped in the early 
morning hours Monday, and 
Police Chief Don Massey said 
he believes she was the third 
victim in a month-s time of a 
burglar-rapist for whom an 
intensive search has been 
pressed since mid-June. 


The 23-year-old woman, a 


resident of southwest Cor- 
sicana, reported the attack 
occurred between 2 and 3 a.m. 
today, but she was afraid to 
leave the house to call police 
until it began getting daylight 
about 6:30 a.m. 


Massey said the time lag in 


getting the report of the latest 
sexual assault put officers at a 
disadvantage but added "We've 
got one lead we are working on 
now." 


Chief Massey said the woman 


saw the man "in silhouette" and 
gave 
the 
same 
general 


description of the rapist as the 
two previous victims, but not 
"as good." 


The woman told officers the 


man entered her home forcibly 
while her husband was away 
and threatened to kill her or her 
young children if she cried out. 


"She said she screamed but 


no one heard her, and he put a 
sheet over her head and told her 
if she screamed again he would 
kill her." 


Chief 
Massey 
said 
the 


assailant had pulled a screen 
loose from a front window that 
was raised and entered the 
house, going to the bedroom 
where the woman and her three 
children, ranging in age from 
"about three to under one 
year," slept in two beds. 


Police carried the woman to 


Memorial Hospital where she 
was examined by a doctor, and 
Chief Massey carried her back 
home while other officers 
contacted her husband as he 
was going on his job. He said the 
woman told them her husband 
spent the night at a relative's 
home after they had had a 
domestic spat Sunday af- 
ternoon. 


Fingerprints were "lifted" at 


the home, Chief Massey said. 


The 
chief said in recent 


days he had pulled off the late 
night special detail of shotgun- 
armed officers but four patrol 
cars were working throughout 
the night. He said he may re- 
activate the special detail as a 
result of this newest incident 
unless a follow-up on a lead 
being pursued today nets the 
wanted man.

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Traffic Safety Group Eyes Cycles, Railroad Crossings

A slate of officers and the 


creation of two sub-committees 
were the main items of business 
during Monday's first meeting 
of the Traffic Safety Support 
Group, a citizens group created 
by the Corsicana City Com- 
mission to provide suggestions 
for possible ways to make 
driving safer in Corsicana. 


Hank Zander was elected the 


organization's chairman. He 
will serve a one-year term in 
that capacity, as will Vice- 
chairman Gus Gappelberg and 
Secretary-Treasurer 
Scott 


Wylie, who were also selected at 
the meeting called by Cor- 
sicana's Traffic Safety Coor- 
dinator Guy Rushin. 


Rushin opened the meeting 


with a brief description of the 
new group and said since this is 


one of the pilot programs in 
Texas—the only state to have 
such a program—members will 
have a chance "to contribute 
something to the entire,nation." 


He 
characterized 
the 


gathering as a "grass-roots 
group," as opposed to the 
Public Official's Coordinating 
Committee which takes ideas 
from the citizen's group and 
investigates 
ways 
of 
im- 


plementing the proposals and 
sending its recommendations to 
city officials. In fact, according 
to Rushin, the citizens group 
will be "the one actually doing 
the work." 


IT WAS IN ORDER to begin 


some of this work that the 
committee organized its first 
two sub-committees, 
one of 


which will investigate 
the 


possibilities 
of 
having 
a 


motorcycle safety program and 
the other of which will meet 
with a similar group from the 
officials committee to deter- 
mine priorities for railroad 
crossing signals. 


The motorcycle investigating 


committee is composed of 
Wylie, Ray Goodman and 
Gerald Atkeisson. This group 
will see what can be done 
toward implementing a driver 
safety program for cyclists 
similar 
to driver education 


programs 
for 
automobile 


drivers. 


Another 
main 
topic of 


discussion for this group will be 
how the city can best deal with 
the problem of the many under- 
aged cyclists who are currently 
on the streets. State law 
requires motorcyclists to be at 
least 15 years of age, and 
Goodman reported that it is also 


illegal for mini-bikes to operate 
on streets. 


Mayor Sue Youngblood told 


the gathering she believes 
current city policy toward 
young motorcyclists is that they 
are not ticketed unless they 
violate traffic laws or are in- 
volved 
in 
accidents. 
She 


suggested the committee check 
with Police Chief Don Massey 
for verification of this and for 
additional information con- 
cerning the problem. 


SCHEDULED 
TO MEET 


with members of the Public 
Officials sub-committee on the 
problem of railroad crossings in 
Corsicana are Albert Sanders, 
Bobby Sparks and Jack Smith. 


Vice-chairman 
Gappelberg 


asked this group to be sure to 
investigate the possibility of 
City liability connected with the 


installation of new railroad 
warning signs by the City. He 
said

McKinney had become involved 
in a law suit due to a similar 
instance of installing signs 
provided by railroad. 


Gappelberg was also insistent 


in his request that the City take

President Jackson repelled 


an attempt by the Congress to 
break down the separation of 
powers in these words: 


"For myself I shall repel all 


such attempts as an invasion of 
the principles of justice as well 
as of the constitution, and I 
shall esteem it my sacred duty 
to the people of the United 
States to resist them as I would 
the establis 
5nt of a Spanish 


inquisition." 


I might commend to your 


reading the opinion of one of 
the committees of the House of 
Representatives in 1879, House 
Report 141, March 3,1879, For- 
ty-fifth Congress, third session, 
in which the House Judiciary 


said the following: 


"The executive is as inde- 


pendent of either house of Con- 
gress as either house of Con- 
gress is independent of him, 
and they cannot call for the 
records of his actions, or the 
action of his officers against his 
consent, any more than he can 
call for any of the journals or 
records of the House or Sen- 
ate." 


It must be obvious to you that 


if the doctrine of separation of 
powers and the independence of 
the presidency is to have any 
validity at all, it must be equal- 
ly applicable to a President 
after his term of office has ex- 
pired when he is sought to be 
examined with respect to any 
acts occurring while he is Pres- 
ident. 


The doctrine would be shat- 


tered, and the President, con- 
trary to our fundamental theo- 
ry of constitutional govern- 
ment, would become a mere 
arm of the legislative branch of 
the government if he would feel 
during his term of office that 
his every act might be subject 
to official inquiry and possible 
distortion for political purposes. 


If your intention, however, is 


to inquire into any acts as a 
private individual either before 
or after my Presidency and un- 
related to any acts as Presi- 
dent, I shall be happy to ap- 
pear."

by duty to the people of the 
United States to decline to com- 
ply with the subpoena. 


In doing so, I am carrying 


out the provisions of the Con- 
stitution of the United States; 
and am following along line of 
precedents, commencing with 
George Washington himself in 
1796. 
Since his day, Presidents 


Jefferson, 
Monroe, Jackson, 


Tyler, Polk, Fillmore, Buchan- 
an, Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, 
Cleveland, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Collidge, Hoover and Frank- 
HnD. Roosevelt have declined 
to respond to subpoenas or de- 
mands for informatio of various 
kinds by Congress. 


The underlying reason for 


this clearly established the uni- 
versally 
recognized con- 


stitutional doctrine has been 
succinctly set forth by Charles 
Warren, one of our leading con- 
stitutional authorities, as fol- 
lows: 


"In this long series of con- 


tests by the executive to main- 
liain his constitutional integrity, 
one sees a legitimate con- 
clusion from our theory of gov- 
ernment : 
; —"Under our constitution, 
each branch of the government 
is designed to be a coordinate 
representative of the will of the 
people. 


fense by the executive 


of his constitutional powers be- 
comes in very truth, therefore, 
defense of popular rights—de- 
fense of power which the people 
.granted to him. 


"It was in that sense that 


President Cleveland spoke of 
his duty to the poeple not to 
relinquish any of the powers of 
his great office. It was in that

Illegal Alien 
Drive Mounts 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Fed- 


eral immigration agents are 
stepping up a drive against 
Mexicans' entering the United 
States illegally. 


More than 2,000 illegal aliens 


— most of them from Latin 
America — have been arrested 
in a series of raids, the largest 
in California in three years, 
and officials said the mass 
crackdown will continue in- 
definitely. 


Donald T. Williams, acting 


director of the U.S. ] 
tion and Naturalization Service, 
said the raids were ordered be- 
cause routine investigative ef- 
. forts have been unable to cope 
with the growing number of 
aliens. 


Estimates of how many ille- 


gal aliens from Mexico are in 
the United States vary, but 
most authorities agree there 
are more than one million, with 
more than 250,000 in Southern 
California. Texas also has a 
large number. 


Aliens ineligible for per- 


manent residency are returned 
to Mexico. But the deportation 
is sometimes short-lived. 


"The border is like a revolv- 


ing door, and I know some ille- 
gal aliens who, after being de- 
ported, returned to Los Angeles 
faster than the bus that drove 
them down,'* recalled one man 
who was caught after 10 years 
and qualified for residency. 


"We can't keep them from 


coming in," Williams asserted. 
"I^ast year there were 27 mil- 
lion border crossings at Ti- 
juana, and 
if you question 


people, others have to wait. 
The complaints flood in, and 
there is constant pressure for 
less enforcement." 


What harm do the aliens do? 
"They attend schools at tax- 


payers* expense, they take jobs 
that normally would go to 
Americans, and many of them 
go on welfare and use other 
public social services," WiU 
Hams said. 


Melvin Sherman, director of 


the International Institute, a 
Los Angeles-based agency that 
has been helping aliens for 60 
years, disagreed. 


"Immigrants—legal and ille- 


gal—come here to work/1 Sher- 
man said. "And it is a myth 
that they take jobs away from 
Americans.

Texas Hog Producers Join In... Cattle and Calves 


Marketed Show Increase . . . Above Normal Grazing. 


Texas, which is currently 14th in the nation in hog 


production, is showing a 19 per cent decline in numbers of 


hogs on farms as of June 1. Nationwide, the number is also 
down, but by only one per cent. 


Hogs kept for breeding purposes on Texas farms 


totaled 150,000 head, down 18 per cent from a year ago. 
Market hogs and pigs totaled 810,000 head, down 19 per 
cent from last year. 


Hog farmers in Texas intend to farrow 102,000 sows 


from now through November; this will be 11 per cent less 
than farrowings for this period last year. Reasons for the 
decline include the increased costs of feed and the fact that 
retail prices are frozen. 


The December-May 
pig crop totaled 729,000 in 


Texas. This is 18 per cent below the 1972 December-May 
pig crop. Pigs per litter averaged 7.29 compared to 7.50 last 
year. 


Nationwide, hogs and pigs on farms as of June 1 is 


down one per cent from a year ago. The December-May 
1973 pig crop is estimated at two per cent less than the 
same period in 1972. Pigs per litter averaged 7.16 compared 
with 7.32 last year. 


Hogs producers intend to farrow 6,000,000 sows now 


through November, which is virtually unchanged. 
If 


intentions are realized and projected pigs per litter are 
reached, the pig crop will be 43,600,000 head, up one per 
cent from 1972. 


SALES of cattle and calves as well as sheep and goats 


at auction markets in Texas show an increase compared to a 
year ago. Hog sales are down from year ago levels, the 
Texas Crop and Livestock Reporting Service notes. 


Cattle and calves marketed through auctions during 


May numbered 731,000 head, 26 per cent above a year ago, 
and 70 per cent above a month ago. 


Sheep sales at livestock auctions during May at 


230,000 head were 37 per cent above a year ago and 191 
per cent above a month ago. Goats sold during May at 
36,000 head were 24 per cent above last year and 20 per 
cent above last month. 


Hogs sold during May at 41,000 head were 25 per 


cent below a year ago, but 21 per cent above a month ago. 


EXCELLENT 
moisture conditions 
over most of 


Texas are maintaining ranges and pastures in above normal 
grazing conditions. 
Livestock condition is good to 


excellent. Horn flies and ticks have been bothering livestock 
but weight losses have not been severe. Rains have ruined 
some curing hay in East Texas but prospects for third and 
fourth cuttings are outstanding. 


Screwwortn outbreaks over the stale are minimal 


compared to a year tigo when the screwworm situation was 
completely 
out 
of control. 
Livestock producers are 


reminded to continue to submit suspected screwworm 
samples to the fly laboratory at Mission. 


VEGETABLE crops are making good progress in the

Hobos Still Hitting the Not-so-open Road

My road calls me, 
lures me, West, East, 
South and 
North. 


Most roads lead me 
homewards, My road 
leads me forth.

OGDEN, Utah - (NEA) - 


It looked like a scene out of 
the Depression. Three tat- 
tered men sitting around a 
campfire on the banks of the 


Ogden River — cooking meat- 
balls' over a sterno can. A 
hobo jungle; complete with 
bedrolls, a lean-to and a man- 
gy dog burning his nose on the 
cooking pot. 


One of the bums was into a 


story: 


" . . . I saw this babe run- 


ning along the train out of 
Vegas and I reached down to 
pull her up. She weren't more 
'n a hundred pounds, a little 
squirt, but good lookin' as 


hell. She said she was from 
San Francisco and had been 
bummin' for more 'n a year. 
We talked for 50 miles or so, I 
didn't do nothin'. Then all of a 
sudden she says to me, 'Look, 
I don't want to be treated like 
a bum, I want to be treated 
like a woman:' Wooooee! We 
had at it right there, man. 
Right there!" 


Some things, it seems, nev- 


er change. Hoboes have been 
wandering through the world 
for more than four centuries, 


telling the same ribald and 
usually exaggerated stories. 
The Oxford English Diction- 
ary says tramps were ob- 
served in the Europe of 1664 
when a bard of the time re- 
ported them as "so durty 'tis 
a shame to see them." Burns 
became an American phenom- 
enon in the late 1800s when 
disillusioned Civil War veter- 
ans took to the rails in search 
of employment. And now, the 
summer of J973, here they 
still are as footloose and raun- 


chy as ever. 


It's not quite like days gone 


by, perhaps. No one has ever 
took a census count of hobos, 
but it is likely there are fewer 
today than, say. during the 
Depression when "Hallelujah. 
I'm a bum!" became a cry of 
absolute desperation. 


Also, the vagabond oppor- 


tunities are no longer so sim- 
ple as they once were. Compu- 
terized railroads and more 
efficient law enforcement has 
taken much of the mvsterv 


out of the experience and re- 
placed it w i t h 30 days in the 
urban jails. 


Still in all the 'bos are still 


about. "The basics are same 
as ever." says Roy Anderson. 
47. a tramp for 15 years. "I 
got me a bed roll, one change 
of clothes, some canned food, 
a pair of gloves and a flash- 
light. That's all I need in this 
old life. A n y t h i n g more and 
I'd feel weighted down." 


Anderson, who prefers the 


term tramp to either hobo or 
bum 
I "a tramp is a guy who 


works occasionally: hoboes 
and bums never do"), was not 
n a t u r a l l y born such. As he 
says it he was once well en- 
sconced in the middle class. 
"I had a b e a u t i f u l wife — 
here's her picture — three 
kids and a truck driving job 
where I made $18-$19.000 a 
year." What happened'.' "I 
don't know. I just couldn't 
take it all. Mowing the lawn. 
baX-kyard barbecues — I had 
to give it up or go crazv."

Rotarians Eye Tough 
Commodities 
Market

Robert Joel Taylor, chairman 


of the trade selection committee 
of the Enterex Commodities 
Corp. of Garland and originator 
of that company's major price 
trend directional indicator, 
discussed at the Wednesday 
noon meeting of the Rotary Club 
some of the ins and outs of the 
commodity market. 


The main point Taylor tried to 


convey to the group is the 
speculative and risky nature of 
the commodity market as op- 
posed to the stock market. The 
"very speculative" nature of 
the market means that an in- 
vestor either "makes a lot or 
loses a lot," according to 
Taylor. 


Taylor went on to explain that 


any time an investor does make 
money it means someone else 
loses on the commodity market. 
He likened the trading to poker 
where the winners become 
winners on the losers money. 
To continue the analogy, Taylor 
added that, as in most poker 
circles, there are consistent 
winners and consistent losers on

BUT THE SCARCITY of 


winners (About 80 per cent 
lose.) means that the losers 
average losses of about $350 
while those who play the market 
right clear over $1,000 per unit. 
Taylor even identified the usual 
losers: the small or inex- 
perienced speculator who buys 
anticipating future gains. 


These unknowledgeable types 


who continue to lose on the 
commodity market do so 
because of their reluctance to 
sell when the price starts 
falling, according to Taylor, 
who said it takes a special type 
of person to successfully handle 
the commodity market. The two 
requirements 
he noted as 


essential to success are the 
availability of 
speculative 


capital and the "temperament" 
to be able to stand the loss of up 
to $3,000 in one day of trading. 


Admitting that most people 


are unfamiliar with the com- 
modity market, Taylor opened 
his presentation by relating it to 
the stock market: everybody 
could possibly win or break 
even on the stock exchange but 
not in the commodity market. 
Stock market investors plan for 
20 to 30 per cent profits over the 
course of a year instead of the 
big profits of the commodity 
market. Last year the com- 
modity market did $183 billion 
worth of business on about 20 
items while the New York Stock 
Exchange's business amounted 
to $106 billion on over 20,000 
issues. 


SOME OF THE BIG com- 


modities this year, according to 
Taylor are soybeans, which 
could have turned a $10,000 
investment at the first of the 
year into over one million 
dollars by now, and cocoa and 
hogs. Commodities that have 
been particularly risky so far 
this year are eggs, wheat and 
platinum. 


Taylor also gave each of the 


Rotarians several 
brochures 


explaining the major price 
trend directional indicator 
which he originated and which 
his company uses to deal on the 
commodity market. With him at 
the meeting was Fred Eastland, 
who will be operating a branch 
of Enterex Commodities Corp. 
in Corsicana. 


Also visiting the Rotarians 


was Corsicana High School 
principal Mark Culwell.
